NOT DECIDED YET

Governor Blease Declines To
Muster Out Soldiers Recom-
mended By Adj. Gen.

Special Correspondence.

Columbig, June 12.—Gov. Blease this
alternoon dispatehed a telegram to
the department of the east, United
States army, agking ir thelr telegram
of June 10th to the adjutant general
here meant that the troops of South
Carollna could hold an encamp-
ment In this state or go to Augusia,
Ga,, with thoe pinth division, just as
they preferred. The governor also
asked the departmen. of the east to
promise him that if the troops went to
Augusta that they would not he =ent
to service In Mexico wilhout being
returned to this state to mobilize, and
give them the opportuinlty of exer-
cising thier right of volunteering.

A copy of the telegram was wired
to Sccretary of \Vur Garrison at Wash-
ington.

Asked why hc wanted the promise
of the federa] authoritics not to° IIBE
the militia for service in Mexlceo' or
send them direct there from the en-
campment at Augusta, If uch they
wished, without firet al! -ing the

troops omobllze *- Gov.
Blease said he te care
ol any emergency against
the possible continge.. 2 South
Carolina troops being ser ect from

Augurta to rervice on the Mexican
frontier without their full knowledge
and consent.

“If the boys want t go to Mexico,
I want them to go,"” said the governor,
declaring that'all he wanted was ful
pretection for. the troope o cxerclse
their _nriy!lege ‘of gofng and;not.to
be rushed: ofl wjthuuL slving them

The commander-in-chief vmphasized
his declaration that he was not put-
ting' any obstacle in the way of the
militia of this state being used for
service in Mexlco if the boyve wanted
to go. AN he wanted is, as he ex-
plained In his celegram to the de-
partmont of the east, “if they encamp
in Augusta will you promise me that
if they aro to ‘be placed in service
ifn Moxico, that you will first allow
them to return to their own state and
;mobilize therein, nand that you will not
order them dircet from the Augusta
camp to dity in Mexico or elsowhera
without first allowiig them to return
to their own state and to exerclse
their right of volunteering?”

Whether the Bouth Carolina militia
will hold an encampment within the
borders of thelr. own state or take
part in the joint encampment of the
ninth division at Augusta, Ga , depends
on the' information from the depart-
ment_of the éast and the decision of
the governor.

Adjutant Generdl Moore hllaa recom-
mended to Goverpor Blease, the com-
mapder-in-chief, the mustering out ot
four companies of the Natlonal Guard
of this state, a4 the result of them
failing to come up to the requirements,
the adjutant general having just com-
pleted his insnecllon Gav. Bleas:

Washington, June 12.—Resolutions:
of impeachment agninst Federal Dis-
trict Judge Alston G. Duyton, of West
Virginia, were ntroduced in the House

Representative Neely, of West Vir-
ginia, assalleqd Judge Dayton, on’ tho
floor, charging hiln with “high crimes
and misdemeanors;” conspiracy with
corporations and individn.;!s to bring
#beut the removal fo Judge John J.
Jackson, so that he might get hls
place; favoritism to corporations hav-
ing cxlenn!\a litigation in his court,
and “personal and judicial miscon-
duct."

In reading the Impeaciment chavge
to the House, Fepresentative Neely
made these acusations.

Washington, June 12.—The Wash-
{nglon govermment was so optimistic
today over prospects for the success
of Mexicun mediation that ecabinet
members were highly elated when they
left the white house alter a long
confereiice with the president.

Propldent Wiilson broke his long sai-
lence on the subject by authorizing the
declaration that the outlook for medi-
atlon was encourgaging. Seccretary
Hryan wos so enthused that he laugh-
ed with newspaper men and fellow
ciubinet immembers outside of the exe-
cutive offlces. Mr. Bryan and See-
retary Daniels aeserted the Mexican
sltuntion looked hopeful from the
viewpoint of the United States.

Later in the day Secretary Bryan
verified reports from Niagara Falls
that the Huerta delegates and repres-
entatives of the Unifed States had
agreed on the method of transmitting
authorlty in Mexico from Huerta to
tlte propused provisional government,
He declined however, to reveal the
detnlls of the method.

Qeheral Carranza's latest note for-
warded Iate today by malil to Nlagara
Falls, announcing hie decision to send
representativer to the mediation con-
ferehce wae touched on at the cabinet
meeting. The white house learned
eurly in the day of Carranza's deci-
slon and dlso that he adhered strictly
to his httitude that no armistice should
be required.

IN CHIGAGO YESTERBAY, ¢

DOORS LOCKED TO LA SALLE
TRUST & SAVINGS BANK

Big Institution and Subsidiary
Banks Suspend—Three Mny
Resume Business Later

(By Associated I'ress

Chicago, June'12—Four State banks,
the most important having for its
president Willlam' Lorfmer, unseated
from the United Stater senate, were
closed today by the state bhanking de-
partmuent here. Representutives of the
department {mniediately began an in-
vestigation. Rumors were current
that a recelvership would be asked.

The tour banke were the La Salle
Street Trust and “Savings Bank, the
Broadway State'Baok, ithe Illinois
Stale Bank and the Ashland-Twelfth
Street State Baok, ktmwn as the Lorl-
mer-Munday chiin of bunks. The La
Salle Street institution was the main
bank. Combinéd the banks have de-
posits of $6,411,997 and reported cash
means of $1,643,69%

OrF depuoaits, $966,000 consists of elty
funde. The bulk'of this amount, $660,-
000 is on deposit with the La Salle
Street Trust and'Savings Bank.

Daniel Harkin, chief bank examlner,
who took personal charge of the down
town bunk and sent deputies to the
smaller ones, sald he expected to see
the La Salle Street Trust and Savings
Bank open for business next weck.
He declured he sent examiners to the
smaller Institutfons as a precaution-
ary measure. He insisted thore was
no political phase to the action of his
department. :

State officlale declared the financial
condtion of the La Salle Street Bank
had caused them to fear the possibllity
of a disastrous run.

The Ashland-T'welfth Street blala
Bank was the center of a rlot when'
its depositors learned of the closing.

Men and women clamored for their
money. Refusal war met by excited
cries and before the police arrived a
stone was thrown through a window,
a rush was made on ‘ue locked door.
Policemen restored order. ,

No statement of what the closing
of the LaBSalle Street Baok actually
means in dollars and cents was made
by the examiner. Recent reports to
the State auditor's office placed the .
deposits at more than $5,000,000.* For
the lart three weeks according to the
officlals, . thare hag been a mild run
on the bank' and more than $1,000,000
of deposits' has heen withdrawn. .
